A Child with Two Heads — Succeagfitl 
Amputation of One.

On the 18th of September last, a ohi 
was born in the town of 
two heads. The names of 
John and Mary War

infant usually— the second, or unnatural 
head, was connected by u neck ol about the 
usual length and size, to the back or poste- 
rior part of the first one. a little above the 
point where the head and neck naturally 
join.

Hair grow 
perfectly natural on both scalps, bul the sec- 
ond head was entirely wanting in features — 
there were a few small irregularities where 
the faciTor features should have been, ap- 
pearing as if nature had attempted to form 
foalures, but without success.

A dissection of this showed 
the skull to be composed of bone and car- 
tilage ; also what should have been bono in 
the neck proved to be cartilage. The head 
contained a substance almost perfectly re- 
sembling brain, but of less density. It has 
now been some five days since the opera- 
lion, and the chilli is fast recovering.

Englishmen va. Colonists, 



There is manifested >n certain quarters, 
a desire to get up, evidently for election 
purposes, an intensely English feeling. This 
feeling showed itself pretty strongly when 
the first rush of immigration tool: place to 
these young colonies. At that time it was 
directed toward Americans. This class of 
settlers were made to fool very sensibly and 
painfully that they were not wanted. A 
stupid fear lest by some hocus-pocus arrang- 
ment, they should annex these realms to the 
great republic, wai) constantly betraying 
itself here and there. Nothing could bo 
more unjust or more unwise than this. 
Americans largely assisted in opening 
our gold fields, and making them valuable 
in the eyes of England and the world. From 
their experience in tho developement of now 
countries, they are very valuable settlers ; 
and the history of other British provinces 
bordering on the United States, shows, that 
if only gevcrned well, they and their descen 
dauts come to rank among the most loyal 
subjects of the British crown. Jealousy of 
them only tends to develope an element of 
hostile Americanism, which otherwise would 
never exist. 
This very English feeling is now beginning 
to vaunt itself over Colonists, and over Eng- 
lishmen born and bred, who have spunt a 
few years in one of the provinces, or some- 
where else out of England. To be fit for of- 
fice, or to be eligible to the Assembly, a 
man must be of recent importation, and have 
an odour of the hedge-rows and primroses 
about him. Loyalty is beginning to mean 
in certain quarters, from England direct. 
Without regard to altered circumstances and 
the necessity of wise adaptatio ), there is 
an elTort to have everything here just as it 
is in England. 

This sort of feeling is not very compli- 
mentary in its bearing upon sundry of our 
colonial nobility. His Excellency and tho 
most efficient other public officer in the col- 
ony, reached their present positions via Hud- 
son Bay Teiritory, Ceylon &c. Nor is it a 
very comfortable reflection for fresh arrivals, 
that they are daily degenerating from Eng- 
lishmen into Colonists: losing the odor and 
stamp of the old country, and becoming less 
and less qualified for posts of honor and in- 
fluence. A yearly or at least a triennial visit 
to England, alone can prevent such sad 
results, and salaries inadequate for necessa- 
ry hospitalities, will never admit of frequent 
sea-voyages Moreover, English gentlemen 
who have, or may by-and-by have, young 
hopefuls to start in life, should remember 
that hereafter when the Saskatchewan and 
other countries yet newer than this, need 
government otiicers and representatives, it 
will be very unjust and cruel, should an in- 
vidious preference for newly imported Eng- 
lishmen bo shown. 

It is very undesirable that intense nation- 
ality should ba fostered in a young colony. 
People come hither from all quarters of thu 
globe, and nothing is more to be desired 
than the speedy fusion of all the nationali- 
ties that may bo represented here, into a 
social brotherhood of our own, This is infi- 
nitely better than aiming to reproduce and 
perpetuate a dozen distinct nationalities. 
Nor is it at all inconsistent with warm and 
undying love to the fatherland, wherever 
that may be, and tho manifestation of that 
love on fitting occasions. 

As to depreciation of Colonists, and those 
who have resided for a time in the colonies, 
the thing is too absurd fur argument. It is 
one of those appeals to low prejudice which 
can only take with the ignorant and unre- 
flecting. For any thinking man can see at 
a glanco, that other things being equal, he 
has a decided advantage who has seen 
somewhat of the working of Colonial gov- 
ernment elsewhere. lie is prepared to 
propose or support measures which he 
has seen tried elsewhere and found salutary; 
and he is also qualified to discern dangers 
and detect evils. While new countries 
have but few things in common with those 
venerable for ages, they have many feature.-! 
in common with each other. Our public 
men, from the Governor down, could not do 
bolter than study attentively tho history of 
England's Atlantic Colonies. 

'< It wad frae mony a blunder free them, 
And foolish notion." 

Truo British feeling is not confined to 
England, nor have recent arrivals thunco a 
monopoly of it. It is inspired by an intelli- 
gent preference for those principles of con- 
stitutional government, which our gracious 
Sovereign so worthily represents, and no 
faithfully maintains.

GENTLEMEN. — I hare much pleasure in accept- 
ing the kind assistance you have offered me, and 
can only sny that I will, if returned for your town, 
do everything In my power to justify your good 
opinion. I propose shortly, in tho most public 
manner, to reiterate the policy which I believe 
should be followed in this colony; and in the 
meantime, I will say that we must keep Victoria n 
Free Port, never admitting the thin edge of the 
wedge, whether it comes in the shape of pro- 
tective duties in faTor of home produce, or under 
cover of annexation. Vt'c must settle up the 
available lands in the colony, nnd wo can only 
effect this result by a judicious pre-emptive sys 
torn. Our taxation must be direct and equalized. 
Unimproved lands must bear a special burden; 
and your town must be incorporated. The whoio 
procedure of the Courts of Justice must be set on 
a new footing — cheapness, rapiditv, nnd finality, 
must be introduced. A Registration system, ob- 
viating the necessity of Deeds must be carried 
through. The Indians must be tried by Indian 
commissioners, unfettered by the technicalities and 
refinements which render their punishment vo 
difficult and expensive. Law and Equity must no 
longer be divided, and the time of Jurois lie 
longer wasted. Your House of Representatives 
must take upon themselves the civil expenditure 
of the colony, and exert their control over its 
finance. With regard to the Hudson's Hay Com- 
pany , I am not disposed to join in any crusade 
against them in their private; capacity, any more 
than to allow them an advantage over the colony 
As tn their alleged claim I do not believe in its 
existence, or that it Iris ever been ventilated ex- 
cept by the so called " Reformers," and when set 
up, it must bo tested in the manner usual in any 
private case of contested account. Whenever the 
interests of the two colonics threaten to clash, I 
will resign my ollicial position in the Colony, 
where I can be least useful. In conclusion, I can

The present land system is a misnomer. 1 hold that 
unoccupied acres arc alike valueless to the crown and 
the subject. Land in the wilderness is scarcely a 
commercial commodity, nnd certainly not worth 
more than it will fetch. Therefore, it population— 
ns admitted— be the basis of wealth, land must be sold 
at prices that will induce a population to settle nnd 
live amongst us. 

I urn in favor of direct taxation, ns best cnlculnteil 
for the good and economical purposes of government. 

The condition nnd means lor milking nnd repairing 
the public roads, demand nil early Investigation. 
Their present stale 1 consider a standing disgrace, to 
a colony 10 yours old, under all and every circum- 
stance. 

I have advocated, long before this colony assumed 
the importance She holds nt this moment, flint her 
ports should be free. That opinion is confirmed bv 
the rupid growth oTour towns, and the general confi- 
dence ol rising importance, expressed by the inhabit- 
ants, from our gcograpllioal mill local position. 

In reference to annexation of the sister colonies, 
everything would point, as appears nt present that 
Vancouver Island should remain with her own insti- 
tutions unconnected, nnd such is my opinion. How- 
ever, I question whether any man can so*; so I'nr into 
futurity, lis to declare what course, hereafter when 
the immense resources of both colonics become more 
developed, may be followed by the wishes of the 
people.
